"THE PACIFIC PACT. 


A lengthy and somewhat stubborn discussion in the 
United States Senate has ended in a victory for reason, “he 
gisite two-thirds majority for the Pacific Tre .¥ 
having been obtained. It may be fairly assumed that ie 
four-Fowwer pact will now receive all-round ratificati.a. 
“Po say that this affects the welfare of the world is no 
exaggeration, and the Treaty has a special impo*tance for 
Britishers, seeing that it supersedes the Anglc Japanese 
alliance. The new pact, while differently conceiv -d, broad- 
ens the base of that relationship. Greeted fo. the most 
part with approbation, the Pacific Treaty has bee 5. assailed 
1m certain quarters upon directly opposite grounds. On 
. the one hand, the Treaty is characterised as.an empty 
instrument, because it does not bind the parties to render 
armen aid. On the other side, we have seen a number of 
* American Senators opposing it on the ground that it coa- 
mits the United States toan “entangliog alliance “—t! st 
old bugbear of American politicians. We do not th 
either of these views is correet: both cannot be. That -e 
latter should have been raiscd is surprising. except uj 2 
the hypothesis of party rivalry, for the Pacitic Treaty, 
unlike some diffuse and confused diplomatic documents, 15 
drawn in terms commendably concise and clear. 

Tn regard to the -first-of the-objections,—t-is-again 
proceeds, Strangely enough, from two sets of cri es whese 
opinions are hostile to each other. One set, perhaps of 
Chanrinistic inclinations, condemns. the Treaty. specifica'ly 
on the ground that, in the absence of provision for armed 

' aid, it isvalueless. Their att'tude is at least intelligible, 
whether one endorses it or not, though there there is no 
ntility in discussing it at this time of day in view of the 
fact thatthe parties as a whole were not agreeable to engag- 
ing themselves to that extent. -The other critics on this score, 
eho would probably class themselves as pacifists, are less 
easy to understand. They do not expressly deplore the 
absence of provision for armed action, which indeed they 
could hardly do consistently with their general principles, 
but they criticise the Treaty as meaningless, their thesis being 
that, without any Treaty, the Powers could have pursued the 

licy of consultation when disputes arise. This objection, 
especially from critics of the character indicated, strikes 
us as gratuitously destructive, for reasons of which we 
pave an indication the other day.- It is not a small matter 
that the four leading Powers have pledged themselves to 

& course of consultation in the event of a dispute in the 
Pacific. This in itself is some safeguard against a 
precipitate declaration of war. Further, the arrangements 
for discussion prescribed by the Treaty offer a tangible 
medium for due consideration of the dispute, thereby 
materially enhancing the prospect of a solution. being 
formulated, instead of the disputants drifting into war. 
History furnishes only too many instances where a conflict 
has ensued because there:has been no set process’ for dis- 
cussion, Another consideration of great importance is that 
the Power adjudged to be in the wrong will have against it 

- at least the moral weight of the other parties to the Treaty. 

Concerning the objection of the dissentient Senators 
thet the pact involves the United States in-an alliance, 
the terms of the Treaty, as hasbeen said, show plainly that 
the parties do not bind thetmselves to render armed aid. 
There is something peculiarly imcongruons in findi:g 
Senator Borah.at the head of those in opposition to tie 
Treaty, for it was this same Senator who, just a yrur 
apo, moved the resolution authorising the new Presidcut 
oF the United States to convene a meeting of tue Powers

Pacific Treaty isa natural corollary. This bring s.us back 
to the positive side. Adding to the two treaties “ast men- 
tioned the 4-peint résolution respecting China, 1 sére isa

‘towardsalleying discord. Spokemen of the United States, 
: “Britain, and Japan have described the Washington’ Con- 
-ferency as inaugurating a new. era. inthe annals. ofthe 
' world. . That is exalted language; yet even this needs only 
* conscientious observance of the decisions to justify. it,.., 


sy ° ° owe , Le “ , 
A Little-Known Fact. 
. It may nat be generally known, 
but it is e fact, that-our present 
monareh, King Gtorge.

That was very maby years ago, 
and although we may oever ex- 
pect to see His Majosty in this 
part of the world again, we shall 
soon ba welcoming his eldest aon 
amongst us, and the visit will 
take on an added interest from 
the fact that our teloved King 
oncé cama and saw the Colony. 
His Majesty’s recollections of 
what Hongkong was like in those 
days wontd no doubt vividly con: 
teast with the impression that 
the Prince of Wales will take 
away with bim of Britain's 
easternmost colony. 


Other Royal Visitors. 

So far a3 we have baen able to 
trace the records, the only osuer 
British Royalty to visit Hong: 
kang have been the Dake of Cun- 
berland acd the Doke and 
Dochess of Connanght The 
first-named came to Hongkong 10 
far back 23 1869, and it is inter 
ésting to recall an observation 
made by 3fr. Norton Egshe, io 
his History of Hongkong, on this 
particular visit.” He remarks :— 
“The evert was a unique “one in 
the history of the world. for until 
Prince Alfred's visit to Hongkong 
never bafore hada Royal Prince 
visited s land so remote from the 
centres of civilisation.”

Viscountess Gladstone ssid the 
subject of slavery ic: Hoogkong 
was vantilated in 1880, when the 
Chief Justice there declared that 
the state of affdirs existing was 
slavery acd 4 violation of British 
Iaw. Since then tha nymber of 
children adopted bad risen from 
20.000 to 50,000 The Esrl of 
Kimberley, then Colonial Secre- 
tary, ordered an impartial report, 
but for some reason little or 
notbing bad been done since so far 
as official sction was concerned. 
Prominent Chinssa in Hongkong 
held a meeting in Joly last, and 
their speeches in defence of the 
system constituted to her mind 
the strongest argument for aboli- 
tion. She did not think that any 
British man or woman could have 
believed such a thing possible 
under the British Flag as the 
selling of childran four years of 
age and upwards, to be banded 
ovet as chattels to the purchasers 
to bacome drudges at the best, 
and attbe worst tha victims of 
prostitution. Fhe matter was not 
so simple as it looked, because 
the “adoption” system was not

Experiments bave been beguo 
with a view to stopping and 
starting the traffic of practically 
the whole of Manhattan Island, 
the heart of New York City, 
by powerful red, green, and yel- 
low signal lights placed through- 
out the city and operated from a 
single switch. Fantastic as this 
idea seems, it is but s develop- 
mént of the system already in 
successful operation on Fifth 
Avenue. On that famous 
thoroughfare of de loxe shop, art 
galleries, and millionsire’s 
palaces, traffic towers have been 
standing for two years, signalling 
‘the movement of the up and 


downtown traffic by yellow lights, | 


a change in the direction of the 
trafie by red Ught, and the 
movement of the crosg-town 
traffic by green lights. 
‘Tostallation of the new system 
has already begun and will pro- 
ceed rapidly daring the next two 
or three months it is announced. 
‘When it is fully installed it will 
mean that a traffic dictator seated 
in the centre of the. city will 
Press a button .cansing scores of 
fred lights to flash and halting 
tens of thousands of-vebicles at 
once on the most crowded streets 
of Manhattan, while allowing 
tens of thousands -of other 
vehicles and hundreds of thou- 
sands of pedestrians to proceed.
